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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


The process by which the Finance Committee and various 
town departments arrive at budget figures has become a pro- 
gressively more difficult task each year since Proposition 22 
was enacted. Hadley no longer has an expanding tax base large 
enough to fund new services, and with Proposition 2’2 we can 
only increase spending by 212% per year, just enough to maintain 
existing services and programs. On top of these funding limit- 
ations, one economic, the other legal, the State, Federal and 
County’s are all reducing their grants in aid to Hadley. Therefore 
the Town has been forced to cut expenses wherever possible, 
and postpone any new purchases or programs. We on the Finance 
Committee, with cooperation from the various Town Departments, 
have done this during the past three years. The time is now 
approaching where even more difficult choices will have to be 
made, and the efforts of all citizens will be needed to steer us 
through these decisions. 


We wish to thank all those interested townspeople who attended 
the budget hearings this year, and encourage all citizens to attend 
in the future. We also express our gratitude to the Town Depart- 
ments who worked with us in drafting the 1983-1984 budget.

As all of us are aware, the 80’s promised and are a difficult 
period for local governments. While still under the restraints 
of Proposition 2'2, the Town of Hadley has not yet felt the effects 
that other municipalities in our state and area have been con- 
fronted with. 


The town and its taxpayers are facing dramatic decisions 
for its future. Because of Federal and State budget restraints 
financial aid for the Town of Hadley is becoming more difficult 
to obtain. Because the citizens of Hadley wish better town services 
and with the decrease of financial aid from both the Federal and 
State governments, it is unavoidable that higher taxes will result. 


Good town management is essential to combat the inflation 
that is eroding our budgets and our free cash figures. Future 
possibilities should include initiating an administrative position 
and purchasing a computer for efficient management of funds. 


Another important consideration for the citizens of Hadley 
are the future needs for better police and fire protection. This 
need will be a major financial consideration, but one that has to be 
addressed immediately. 


To accomplish these major issues confronting the Town of 
Hadley, a better system of municipal management will be needed. 
The Town of Hadley is on the threshold of decision, one that 
will prove to be extremely difficult. However, with the establish- 
ment of better priorities and direction for the town these problems 
will be solved.

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REPORT OF THE OFFICE OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


Much of this year’s budget and manpower went into routine 
maintenance and repair of an aging sewerage treatment plant and 
existing pumping stations. 


Two articles for sewer construction will be presented to the 
voters of the Town Meeting. One is to appropriate a sum of money 
for Step-III Construction and Engineering Supervision of Two 
Pumping Stations and Collector Sewers in the Mt. Warner Road 
area. The second article is to appropriate a sum of money for the 
purpose of undertaking Step-III Construction and Engineering 
Supervision for modifications of the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
and existing pumping stations. This second article is top priority. 


The Sewer Department experienced a cave-in of the sewer 
line on Route 9 in front of McDonald’s Restaurant and had to 
perform emergency repairs. Steps have been taken to prevent 
this from happening again at the recommendation of the Town’s 
consulting engineers. Also, after the television inspection and 
review of the entire sewer line, the Town’s consulting engineers 
recommended slip-lining some 300 feet of 12” sewer pipe to 
prevent further cave-ins. A slip-lining project was designed 
and put out to bid in December of 1982. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the Board of 
Health for its support and efforts on getting existing businesses 
and residences tied into the sewer system which for some has 
been available for many years.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 
To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Hadley: 


With the requirement of Chapter 797, General Laws, the Town 
of Hadley must satisfy the Commissioner’s Certification Require- 
ments of full and fair cash value every two years. Since Hadley’s 
assessments met requirements as of January 1, 1980, the 
Assessors must now take whatever action is necessary to ensure 
that assessments as of January 1, 1982 meet fiscal 1983 Cert- 
ification Requirements. 
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A total of $10,000 was voted at the last town meeting, plus 
$1,000 from the .Assessors unused funds, for updating our reval- 
uation process. In October 1982, the Board of Assessor’s entered 
into a contract with Municipal Appraisal Service Corporation 
from Fall River, Massachusetts. 


Currently the revaluation team has submitted to our Board 
all of the new updated valuations for commercial and residential 
property, plus land values in our town. We are now evaluating 
these updates. Once we accept these new values, we must satisfy 
the Tax Commissioner’s Certification Requirements. Without 
this process, our fiscal 1983 tax rate will not be approved. 


During the month of November 1982, our Board went ahead 
with the estimated tax bill. Currently we are several months away 
from completing and finalizing our tax rate. We believe that this 
choice was the correct one. 


An article is submitted for your approval for updating our 
Assessors’ Maps this year. 


Once our Board has satisfied the Tax Commissioner on property 
values our work will begin. All property tax cards must be updated 
and new ones filed. It is estimated by our Board that over 9,000 
changes will be made. We will do our best for a fair and equitable 
tax assessment.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The following projects were undertaken and completed by the 
Highway and Water Department in 1982. 


Using money allocated for General Highway and Chapter 497 
a total of 3.2 miles was resurfaced with stone and oil. In addition, 
our extensive line stripping program continued. Money was also 
expended for general maintenance such as patching, mowing 
and shoulder work as well as for snow removal. 


The sidewalk appropriations were used to resurface approx- 
imately 1500 feet of sidewalk on Middle Street and Russell Street. 


Allocations in the Forestry and Dutch Elm account were used 


to remove 28 dead trees. They were replaced with 85 young 
maples and beech trees. Thirty-eight were delivered to towns- 
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people upon request while the remainder were planted by town 
personnel on town ways. Trimming of trees by private contractors 
was performed. 


Ditches were cleared by town personnel and cleaned with 
town equipment where possible. 

Bridges were also repaired and their approaches cleared of 
growth. 


The Water Department has performed regular maintenance 
on its pumping stations, water mains and fire hydrants. Daily 
records show that 271,657,000 gallons of water were pumped 
in 1982. The water consumption was reduced by approximately 
5% over 1981. The townspeople should be commended on their 
conservation. 


The Department has installed 7 service connections while 
supervising the installation of an additional 7 services. In addition 
the town’s old reservoirs were cleared of brush. 


In closing we would like to thank all those involved with the 
operation of the Highway Department.

REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The Hadley Historical Commission continues to work closely 
with the Selectmen and Town Clerk in the preservation and 
restoration of important town records, maps and documents. 


A proposal for matching funds to restore fifteen broadsides 
was submitted to the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities but it was not funded. However, the commission 
was advised that microfilming should be considered in the local 
preservation program. This commission is studying the options 
available for the purchase and use of a microfilm reader and 
printer that would be available to all town boards and com- 
missions. 


The house sign project sponsored by the Hadley Historical 
Society and this commission continues at a moderate pace. There 
are now about one hundred house signs in Hadley. A house 
does not need to be old to qualify for a sign. A request to any 
member of either organization will start the action. Miss Dorothy 
Russell, a member of both organizations, has been doing the 
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research that establishes the date the hous was built. The Hadley 
Historical Society the prepares the sign with the appropriate 
date. The signs are sold by the society at a small fee.

During the year Mac Gress, Chairman of the Hadley Historical 
Commission since its inception in 1974, resigned from the 
commission. His resignation was accepted with regret. He had 
worked long and hard for the success of this commission and 
his contributions of time, money and effort enhanced the work 
of the commission. 


Mrs. Mabel West, a member of the commission since 1976, 
was elected chairman to succeed Mac Gress. Mrs. Jeanne 
Armstrong of Middle Street was appointed by the Selectmen 
to fill his unexpired term. 


In 1984 the Town of Hadley will mark the 325th anniversary 
of the founding of the town. In anticipation of the occasion 
the Hadley Historical Commission with the assistance of the 
Hadley Historical Society sent a genealogical form to every 
boxholder in Hadley with the request that local residents assist 
the commission in collecting genealogical information for possible 
use in conjunction with an update of the history of Hadley. Help 
with the forms is available on request to any member of the 
commission. 


Every year many requests are received from both local and out 
of town people looking for their Hadley roots. Commission 
members have assisted them in obtaining answers to their 
questions. 


Once again the commission members ask for help in locating 
and obtaining documents and records of interest to Hadley. 
Before destroying or giving away any documents that contain 
information 2bout Hadley or Hadley residents please contact 
some member of the commission. Old record books, ledgers, 
albums, scrapbooks and maps will help fill the gaps in the official 
history of the town. Keep Hadley’s past in Hadley! 


Volunteers interested in assisting with the updating of Hadley’s 
history should contact a member of the commission.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Conservation Commission played a vital role in adminis- 
tering for the Town both the state Wetlands Protection Act (Chapt. 
131) and the state Farmland Development Rights Act (Chapt. 780). 


According to the MACC 1982 Environmental Handbook for 
Massachusetts Conservation Commissioners (Section 11.15 
Herbicide Spraying), Chapter 722 of the Acts of 1981 gave con- 
servation commissions new responsibility in the regulation of 
wetlands and conservation lands, by adding to the Miu: sachusetts 
Pesticide Act a new section, G.L. Ch. 132B, s. 6B, which reads 
in part: 


‘“‘No gas, electric, telephone or other utility company licensed 
to do business in the commonwealth shall spray, release, deposit 
or apply any herbicide to any land which it owns or as to which 
itholds an easement or similar right. . .without first notifying, by 
registered mail, the mayor, city manager or chairman of the board 
of selectmen and the conservation commission in the city or town 
where such land lies, 21 days prior to such spraying.’”’ 


In May, a Certified Letter to the Board of Selectmen from 
Railroad Weed Control, Inc., covering the spraying of the Boston 
& Maine Corporation railroad tracks, was referred to the con- 
servation commission. There was no opposition. 


In May, a Certified Letter to the Board of Selectmen from 
Northeast Utilities, covering the removing of interferring tree 
limbs and trimming to prevent short circuiting and subsequent 
loss of electric service, was referred to the Conservation Com- 
mission. There was no opposition. 


WETLANDS ACTIVITIES 


Numerous hours were spent by members of the Conservation 
Commission making on-site inspections for possible wetlands 
violations. 


Two contractors were ordered to cease their operations of 
dumping excavated construction materials in wetlands areas. 


An on-site inspection was made at the proposed location of 
a new home on East Street. It was determined that no wetlands 
were involved. However, the Conservation Commission warned 
(in writing) the owner, the Board of Selectmen, and the Building 
Inspector that the proposed filling at the site would create a 
drainage problem from surface water. 


An on-site inspection of the tract of land on the northwest 
corner of the intersection of Route 116 and Route 9, the proposed 
site of the Hampshire Court and Health Club, revealed the area 
was not subject to the wetlands restrictions. 
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A request was received from a group of Northampton residents 
to permit construction and maintenance of a float system in the 
Connecticut River at Hadley. Several on-site inspections were 
made and a meeting held with the Northampton group and the 
Connecticut River Watershed Council representative. The Council 
was not in support of this venture and the case was referred 
to the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. Another request was 
received from a Hadley resident to place a dock in the Connecticut 
River for launching his boat. He also was referred to the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 


A Public Hearing on the Notice of Intent of Alice M. Russell 
Sub-division (Brookside Acres), River Drive and Shattuck Road, 
was held and an Order of Conditions issued. The only issue in- 
volving the Conservation Commission was the outflow pipe going 
into the swamp and the swamp emptying into Russell Brook. 


A Notice of Intent for reconstruction of Stockbridge Road was 
submitted to the Conservation Commission. After an on-site 
inspection, it was determined that the proposed drainage, all of 
which will empty into Lake Warner, will have no detrimental 
effect on the lake. 


AGRICULTURE PRESERVATION RESTRICTION PROGRAM 


This program enables the owner of farmland that meets the 
Chapter 61A qualifications to sell his developmental rights to 
the state or town. It is voluntary and subject to annual funding 
by the state. The value : of development ' rights is the difference 
between the land’s agricultural value and its development value. 
A restriction is placed on the deed to prohibit any development 
on the land except for agricultural building and uses. Applications 
may be made through the town Conservation Commission. 


It has taken a few years to generate interest in the Agricultural 
Preservation Program in Hadley. Most land in the Town of Hadley 
is zoned Agricultural/Residential. In October, 5 farm landowners 
completed application forms for consideration under the Agri- 
cultural Preservation Act (Chapter 780 of the Acts of 1977) and 
filed them with the Department of Food and Agriculture, Division 
of Land Use. 


Each of the landowners fell into the definition of ‘‘a traditional 
family-owned farm’’. The owners and members of their families 
are engaged full time in agriculture. Family farms are gradually 
disappearing. They are being replaced in numbers by smaller 
farms—the majority of which are part time; or, by a handful 
of very large farms. These landowners in Hadley should be 
commended for being interested in keeping their land in agri- 
culture and help meet the rising demand for farm commodities 
and more food for a growing country!

The annual Easter Egg Hunt was held in April. Preschoolers 
to six graders enjoy this event. The Easter Bunny made his usual 
visit to pass out candy and prizes. Games were played during the 
hour-long event. 


The Fishing Derby was held at B & M Grove in May. The 
United Sportsman’s Association donated prizes for this event.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


The Hadley School Committee is pleased to report another 
positive and productive year. Major areas of progress and growth 
continue to be in curriculum development, staff development, 
energy saving measures and budget monitoring to assure the best 
possible education for the least tax dollar. 


A schedule to review and implement a coordinated curriculum 
from kindergarten through grade twelve has been developed and 
is being phased into the educational program. It is intended to 
provide all students of every learning level with an appropriate 
program of education while attending the Hadley Schools. 


Staff development through inservice workshops and other 
programs is also an objective of the committee. Only through 
continued professional growth of staff can the best possible 
education of the student be assured. 


New fuel burners installed this year at Hopkins Academy 
are expected to significantly reduce fuel consumption. This 
coupled with other energy saving measures being planned and 
those completed last year will help to keep energy use levels as 
low as possible. We have been extremely fortunate in obtaining 
grant monies for energy saving measures and every effort will 
be made to continue to seek such funds for all programs. 


Although the educational program has remained in tact through 
the first two years of Proposition 2'2, nearly all major main- 
tenance projects and equipment purchases have been postponed. 
Unfortunately, the problem is a cumulative one and at some point 
will begin to have an adverse effect on the educational program. 
This year the town can expect to see several expenditure requests 
intended to check building deterioration, increase safety and 
begin to replace worn equipment. Long-range needs have been 
identified in an effort to better prepare for expected budgetary 
constraints. 


In closing, the Hadley School Committee would like to thank 
the Board of Selectmen and other town boards and departments 
for their continued cooperation. The committee would a\S° like 
to thank the administration, staff, students, parents and towns- 
people who have contributed in a positive way towards the 
effective operation of the schools.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of Hadley and the Hadley School Committe: 


It is a pleasure to submit my second annual report as the 
Superintendent of the Hadley Public Schools. 


In order to insure that our students experience a comprehensive, 
coordinated curriculum geared to their individual needs, we have 
outlined a long-range plan to review, refine and update our 
curriculum. Coordination Committees comprised of teachers 
in Grades K-12 have been established for each subject area. 
These committees will develop our broad K-12 learning goals 
which will provide direction to our teachers who will be writing 
courses of study for each subject. A three-year cycle of annual 
curriculum review will begin in the fall of 1984, when our language 
arts, social studies and foreign language programs are formally 
reviewed by the School Committee. 


In an effort to improve our program offerings, we have hired 
a K-12 Librarian as well as a Library Aide who are formalizing 
our library skills program for Grades K-12. In addition, we are 
delighted by the cooperative efforts with the Town Library as the 
schools and Town Library share resources to provide a more 
comprehensive library program for our elementary students. 
Likewise, a reading program has been started at Hopkins Academy 
and our computer science program has been expanded to include 
Grades 5-12. A debate program was initiated at Hopkins Academy 
and girls’ junior varsity soccer was added to our athletic program. 
Our Student Handbook at Hopkins Academy was revised for the 
opening of school and our Athletic Manual is currently being 
rewritten. The elementary schools’ science and social studies 
curriculums are being updated and a variety of musical programs 
are being offered to our elementary school students. 


Professional growth and development continue to be an 
important priority for our teachers. Our Inservice Committee 
has helped to arrange workshops in the area of public school 
law and student motivation and to promote a variety of workshops, 
seminars and courses. Workshops on child abuse, support groups 
in computer related instruction and follow-up workshops in law 
and student motivation are some of the activities planned for the 
rest of the year. Workshops relating to regular and special 
education coordination have also been held. Also the Teacher 
Evaluation Committee which began last year to evaluate and 
propose new procedures for teacher evaluation is nearing the 
completion of its task. 


In an effort to provide our students with a quality education, 
but at a reasonable cost, we have tried to reduce expenditures 
and to obtain federal and state monies. In order to cut energy 
consumption, the Hadley Public School System was awarded 
a matching grant of $4,050 to install four energy conservation 
measures at Hopkins Academy. Likewise, over $4,000 from a 
previous energy grant was used to defray the expense of installing 
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two new oil burners at Hopkins Academy. Thanks to the efforts 
of our Administrator of Special Education, Mr. Steven Sobel, 
the Hadley Public School System was awarded $6,900 in state 
monies to assist in the transition of a handicapped student from 
a private school back to Hopkins Academy. 


In addition, we have joined with other school districts across 
Western Massachusetts to cooperatively purchase fuel oil at a 
substantial savings. Likewise, we have joined with other Hamp- 
shire County school districts to cooperatively purchase bulk 
amounts of school and custodial supplies. 


On the other hand, we are faced with increased costs, the 
prospects of several large maintenance tasks and decreasing 
federal and state support. Hadley is no longer eligible for impact 
aid reimbursements under P.L. 874 and the state is reviewing 
school aid formulas that will reduce the financial reimbursements 
to the Towri. While we have completed a number of projects to 
repair and renovate our facilities, all of our buildings need exterior 
painting, our athletic fields require repair, and some of our 
school buses should be replaced. Likewise, for the safety and 
protection of our students, teachers, and buildings, our fire alarm 
systems should be upgraded and security systems installed. 


Needless to say, this has been a busy, yet productive school 
year. In looking to the future, we plan to investigate the potential 
value of computers for administrative purposes and plan to 
complete a formal review of job descriptions for our support 
personnel. We are in the process of addressing federal regulations 
regarding the identification of asbestos in our buildings and have 
recently begun negotiations with our teachers for a new contract. 


I have enjoyed my first year as Superintendent of Schools 
and appreciate the high level of support and cooperation from 
the community, School Committee, Hopkins Academy Trustees, 
local civic organizations, administrators, teachers, support 
personnel and town officials. We have a dedicated, conscientious 
staff and I look forward to working together to provide a quality 
education for our students.

N.E.A.S.C. Report 


The New England Association of Schools and Colleges requires 
a progress report from member schools during the fifth year after 
an evaluation by a Commission visiting committee. This report 
is due March 1, 1983 and must specify the present status of each 
recommendation. In addition, a reason must be given for each 
rejection of a recommendation and I must comment on any recom- 
mendations where no action has been taken to date. 


We have made considerable progress in implementing the 
N.E.A.S.C. recommendations. However, some recommendations 
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requiring large expenditures have been rejected as not being a 
priority. Present budget restriction imposed by proposition 21% 
is the major reason for the delay. 


Curriculum Review 


During the past year, all instructional programs have been 
reviewed with the teaching staff. Updated materials have been 
purchased for a number of courses and priorities have been set 
for 1983. 


Some of the program changes involve replacement of texts 
and other materials over a period of at least two years. We are 
conscious of budget restrictions and the need to spend tax dollars 
wisely. 


Trustee Grants 
The Hopkins Academy Trustees continue to provide funds 
for various instructional activities in our school. This year, five 
proposals totaling $8,500 were presented and approved for 
funding in the following areas: 


A. Debating Materials — $500 

B. Library — $500 

C. Physics and Chemistry Equipment — $2,500 
D. Computer Equipment — $2,500 

E. Computer Software — $2,500 


A debate team has been reinstituted and an advisor appointed. 
At the present time, five students are on the team and the activity 
is progressing very well. 


The library grant of $500 is being used to purchase materials 
for students with reading difficulties in grades 7, 8 and 9. This 
past year, the position of school librarian has been re-established 
along with a 60% position for a reading teacher. 


Our Computer Science program is a viable program because 
of Trustee support. Five Apple Computers with monitors and disk 
drives are used by students on a daily basis. A printer has also 
been purchased for student use. 


We are now beginning to experiment with instructional com- 
puter software in a number of classes. The Trustees have again 
provided funds for a limited amount of software materials. 


During the past three years, limited funds have been available 
for the purchase of Chemistry and Physics equipment. This 
specialized equipment is quite expensive and is usually one of 
the items eliminated from school budgets. We are most fortunate 
that the Trustees have made $2,500 available to the science 
department as we are in need of new and replacement equipment. 


1982 Girls Soccer Team 


The 1982 Hopkins Academy girls soccer team won the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Conference Division D Championship. 
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They went on to participate in the Western Mass. Soccer 
Tournament and were defeated by Holyoke High School. The 
final won-lost record was 14-2-1. Team members were: Sheri 
Peabody, Capt., Deena Kjeldsen, Eileen Kelley, Lisa Guerrin, 
Nancy Bye, Jill Gaitenby, Chris Monopoli, Eileen Banas, 
Kristen Ksieniewicz, Sandy Matuszko, Robin Bozek, Kim 
Lankarge, Barbara Nevin, Debbie Chmura, Leslie Stern, and Amy 
Martula. The managers were: Carolyn McHugh and Carla 
Peabody. Our congratulations to Coach Michael Quinlan and 
all members of the team on a very successful season.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL OF AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the year, the Hadley Council on Aging offered Hadley’s 
860 senior citizens many essential services; viz, transportation, 
social services, and leisure activities. All were free. 


Programs and Activities 


The Council on Aging Van provided door-to-door transportation 
not only to Hadley’s elderly but to the handicapped. Use of the 
Van by handicapped persons increased substantially during the 
year. A total of 4,504 congregate meals were served to 329 seniors 
at the Golden Court Community Hall meal site. These meals 
are prepared by the Highland Valley Nutrition Program and are 
served Monday through Friday. Reservations and cancellations 
must be made one day in advance by calling the Site Director, 
Violet Peltz. Menus are published in local newspapers and are 
available at the meal site. All Hadley people, 60 years and over, 
are welcome. There is no income eligibility; and the Van is 
available for transportation. 


A total of 2,000 meals were delivered to 135 homebound seniors. 
A hot, nutritious meal is delivered to people who cannot’ goto 
the meal site or prepare their own meals due to physical or psycho- 
logical incapacitation. There is no income eligibility and the spouse 
is eligible regardless of age. 


A free Blood Pressure Clinic is held the first Friday of each 
month from 1:00 P.M. to 3:00 P.M. (with the exception of the 
summer months of July andAugust) at the Golden Court Community 
Hall. Approximately 60 seniors monthly took advantage of this 
service. Two registered nurses record the readings. A grant from 

the Department of Elder Affairs covers the stipend paid the 
registered nurses. The Public Health Nurse volunteers her 
services and is present at these clinics for those wishing to discuss 
their readings and medication. 


The Hadley Board of Health, in cooperation with the Council 
on Aging, sponsored a free Influenza Vaccine Clinic and 125 
seniors participated. 


This year, the Hampshire Community Action Commission 
sent a Trained Interviewer to the Hadley Town Hall to process 
applications for Fuel Assistance. A total of 34 seniors had applied 
for fuel assistance by the end of December. Many expressed 
their appreciation for being interviewed in privacy. 


Free income tax assistance was again offered Hadley’s elderly. 
Trained volunteer tax counselors came to Hadley on specified 
days to assist seniors with their Income Tax Returns. 


Participation in the Council’s various leisure activities con- 
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tinued. Arts and Crafts Classes were held Monday afternoons 
last winter so 25 participants, who had invested money in 
materials, etc., could complete their projects. Special funding 
was obtained to pay for an instructor. Grant monies are not 
available for payment of instructional services for arts and crafts. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday afternoons, at 1:00 P.M., Bingo 
is played at the Golden Court Community Hall. 


The Council continued its active participation in such organi- 
zations as the Western Massachusetts Association of Councils 
on Aging; the National Council on Aging; and the Highland 
Valley Elder Services, Inc. (which serves as a sponsor and funding 
source for service programs and the nutrition program). 


Michael A.Pewatka, Chairman of the Hadley Council on Aging, 
was re-elected in September to serve another 3-year term as 
representative to the Board of Directors of the Highland Valley 
Elder Services, Inc. 


A monthly newsletter is prepared and mailed to 602 senior 
households. The newsletter’s primary function is to inform seniors 
of activities and programs available to them. An attempt also is 
made to include timely topics of interest or concern to seniors. 


Change in Council’s Monthly Meeting 


At its November meeting, the Council voted to change the time 
and place of its monthly meetings. Meetings will be held the 
second Tuesday of each month at 1:30 P.M. in the Town Hall, 
Room 203. 

Volunteerism 


Volunteerism is a key feature of President Reagan’s economic 
policy. He contends that volunteers should take up some of the 
slack created by cuts in social services funding. The Council 
has attempted to recruit volunteers with skills, and without, 
to donate their time and services. However, it has had little 
success. It is apparent, though, that in the near future certain 
programs will have to be eliminated if volunteers are not available. 
Monies appropriated will need to be used for the more essential 
services, rather than for leisure services! 


Transportation 


During the year, the Van traveled 9,124 miles and carried 
1,554 passengers. People rode the Van to the meal site; to medical 
appointments; to hairdresser or barber appointments; and to the 
shopping areas. A Senior Aide from the Highland Valley Elder 
Services, Agnes Scanlon, was the regular driver. Due to a lack 
of volunteers a substitute driver, Lyman Pratt, was employed. 


The closing of two major stores in the Mountain Farms Mall 
limited shopping to basic staples. So, in June, the Council added 
a shopping trip to the Hampshire Mall on Saturday mornings. 
This affords seniors and the handicapped an opportunity to 
take care of a variety of needs. This mall has a drugstore, several 
department stores, a bank, optician, hairdresser, and many 
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specialty shops. There are plenty of places to sit and several 
places to snack or have a complete meal. This trip also serves 
as an outing—giving a chance to see new faces and to exchange 
smiles! 


A new Van-use schedule was adopted that proved very suc- 
cessful. The Van is reserved Monday through Friday, between 
11:00 A.M. and 1:00 P.M., for transportation to the meal site. 
It is available Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday mornings for 
shopping. On other days and times, it is available for medical 
and hairdresser or barber appointment transportation. 


The Van has been driven 37,111 miles to date. Barring any 
mishaps, it should be serviceable for another year or two— 
before having to be replaced. 


Special Thanks to the School Department 


The Van was involved in a minor accident on June 24, 1982. 
Fortunately, it was carrying no passengers at the time and the 
driver was not injured. During the interim, while the Van was 
being repaired, the Hadley School Department was most generous 
in permitting the Council the use of its Minibus. The Council’s 
transportation schedules continued without a hitch—all due 
to the great cooperation of Superintendent of Schools, Paul F. 
Lengieza and the School Committee. The Council wishes to thank 
all these people for their generosity and cooperation! 


The Council appreciated having the services of Walter Piziak 
as driver of the Minibus. Mr. Piziak encountered no difficulties 
in getting seniors to their destinations. 


This experience revealed that the Council on Aging Van could 
be used for ALL transportation needs. For a number of years, 
a school bus has been used to take seniors shopping on Tuesday 
and Thursday mornings. Since use of a school bus proved to be 
an additional and unwarranted expense to the Council, it was 
decided to cancel its use and use the Council on Aging Van for 
all transportation. 


Resignations and Appointments 


The following members resigned from the Council on Aging 
during the year: in February, Doris A. Dec; in April, Helen K. Baj. 
The Board of Selectmen appointed the following to fill their 
unexpired terms: in April, Ledyard A. Southard; in May, Ann M.

GOODWIN MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT 


We are delighted to report that many new and exciting develop- 
ments occurred at the library in 1982. The hours were expanded, 
new programs were introduced, a new children’s room opened 
downstairs, new volunteers came forward to help, and a lot of 
Hadley residents seemed to re-discover their library. 9,377 books, 
magazines, and records were circulated, indicating a growing 
local interest in library resources. 


While we were only able to add 203 books to the collection, 
including the donation of a small collection of large print books, 
we were again able to supplement our current titles with popular 
fiction and non-fiction from the Bookmobile. 


As always, Hadley residents brought their curiosity to the 
library. We processed 172 special requests through inter-library 
loan on a fascinating variety of topics, such as what to feed a pet 
turtle, how to make a puppet, steamship activity on the Con- 
necticut River, Scottish clans, and even how to pickle pigs feet! 


We have begun updating the card catalog and if all goes well, 


we'll have complete subject access to the collection by early 
summer. 
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The new children’s room opened downstairs and has already 
seen lots of little people enjoying themselves. Last summer 
65 children, aged 6-15, participated in the Castle Chase Summer 
Reading Club and celebrated their achievement at a lawn party 
with Twinkles the Clown. Large audiences of children turned out 
for the summer film festival and many tiny ones are currently 
attending pre-school story hours. 


The library wishes to salute Miss Helen McQueston who retired 
after 12 years of dedicated and cheerful service. Helen is missed 
at the library by her many friends but continues to contribute 
her expert assistance in searching genealogical materials.

The library, serving primarily the northern part of the town, 
has been open Tuesdays from 3 to 5 and 6:30 to 9, and Thursdays 
from 3 toS P.M., staffed by Miriam Pratt, librarian and Justina 
Kielec, assistant. The library room is next to the firehouse in the 
North Hadley Village Hall.

There have been 45 new books added to the shelves, 32 for 
adults and 13 for children. We also subscribe to 13 magazines 
which circulate like the books. 


Fifteen excellent new books have been donated to the library 
in memory of North Hadley residents deceased during 1982;
